NANTUCKET SHOALS LIGHTSHIP

Tender Sent from New Bedford to 
Pick Up Vessel Which Loses

BOSTON, Jan. 23.—Wind of hur- 
ricane force tore the Nantucket 
Shoals lightship adrift from her 
moorings this morning, Capt.

JURY DISCHARGED 
IN SPOT’ REAGAN 
TIAL FOR MURDER 


Reports It Is Unable to 
Agree After 23 Hours of 
Deliberation—Last Vote 
8 to 4. 


STATE HAD ASKED 
FOR DEATH PENALTY 


Defendant Insisted Shoot- 
ing of Neighbor in Row 
Over Backyard Ball 
Game Was Accident. 


The jury trying John J. (Spot) 
Reagan, former professional bonds- 
man and saloon keeper, for murder 
in the killing of Clifford Appler 
was discharged by Circluit Judge 
James M. Douglas at 3:40 o’clock 
this afternoon, when it reported its 
inability to agree on a verdict; after 
having the case under consideration 
23 ho 

Members of the jury were divid- 
ed, 8 to 4, the foreman reported to 
the Court, without telling the basis 
of the division. 

The case went to the jury at 4:40 
p. m. yesterday. Retiring at 9:30 
p. m., the jurors resumed delibera- 
tions at 9 o’clock this morning. At 
11:20 o’clock the jury told the Judge 
it could not come to an agreement, 
but was ordered to try again. 

At that time the Judge, without 
asking how the jury stood, said: 
“This case has taken a good deal 
of time and I believe you should 
exert every effort to reach a verdict 
before deciding you cannot agree.” 

State Sought Death Penalty. 

The State asked for the death 
penalty. The case grew out of the 
shooting of the 34-year-old sales- 
man on May 11, 1933, after Reagan 
had ordered him and others out of 
the back yard of the Reagan apart- 
ment at 4353 Maryland = § avenue, 
where they had been playing ball. 

The Court instructed the jurors 
that if they found Reagan guilty 
their verdict might be first or sec- 
ond degree murder or manslaughter, 
with penalties ranging from death 
down to a $500 fine. Instructions 
on self-defense and accident also 
were included. 

Reagan, 50 years old, who was a 
fugitive for more than two years 
after the shooting, wastheonly de- 
fense witness. He testified his pis- 
tol was discharged accidentally af- 
ter Appler threatened him with a 
brick and scuffled with him in an 
alley behind the apartment. 

State’s Theory of Killing. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney John 
L. Sullivan, in his argument, ridi- 
culed the defendant’s plea of self- 
defense and accident and empha- 
sized testimony of State witnesses 
that Reagan first knocked Appler 
down with the butt of the pistol, 
then stepped back and shot him. He 
also stressed that Reagan fled af- 
ter the shooting and remained a fu- 
gitive until arrested in Kansas City 
last June 5. 

“What happened was that Clif- 
ford Appler had the temerity to talk 
back to Reagan—to say, ‘We'll get 
out of your yard but you needn't 
get so hard about it,’” Sullivan 
said. “And then what happened? 
The great John J. Reagan had been 
spoken to gruffly and so took the 
law into his own hands. He acted 
as Judge, jury and executioner and 
by his act wrote for you the only 
proper verdict in this case.” 

Reagan’s attorneys, Sigmund Bass 
and Thomas J. Rowe Jr., asserted 
that if he had intended to kill Ap- 
pler he would have emptied his pis- 
tol at him before a fight started. 
They pointed out that the State’s 
principal witnesses, Emerson Payne 
and Robert Dryden, who had been 
playing ball with Appler before the 
shooting, were close friends of him 
and had a special interest in the 
case. 

Testimony of Reagan. 

Reagan was on the witness stand 
fdr half an hour. Clad in a well- 
tailored dark gray suit, with neck- 
tie and breast pocket handkerchief 
matching in black and white, and 
wearing fashionable gold-rim spec- 
tacles, his manner on the witness 
stand’ was composed and deferen- 
tial He testified he had had 
trouble for some time prior to the 
shooting with boys who persisted 
in playing ball back of his apart- 
ments. 

He had called police on several 
occasions after tenants complained 
of profane language and broken 
windows, and of dust raised by the 
players, Reagan testified. Appler, 
described by the defendant as 
weighing 200 pounds and nearly six 
feet tall, had played there several 
times before, he said. 

On the day in question, he re- 
lated, he was attracted to the yard 
by noise and howling. “I stepped 
to a porch and ordered them out,” 
he continued. “Appler said he 
would get off, but told we not to 
‘set so hard about it.’ He said, 
‘Come on down, you old ——, and

MUCH SUFFERING; 
TRAFFIC TIED UP 


Children Marooned in 
Schools by Snow—Classes 
Called Off—Rural Mail 
Service Impeded. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—New records 
for low temperatures were estab- 
lished in many sections by a sub- 


zero cold wave which swept the 
Midwestern and Northeastern re- 
gions of the United States yester- 
day and continued today. Much 
suffering was caused in 10 states. 

Weather Bureau forecasts held 
out little hope for immediate re- 
lief and made even more dire pre- 
dictions for the eastern half of the 
country. Only the West coast and 
Rocky Mountain states and the far 
South had anywhere near normal 
weather. 

The cold closed schools and fac- 
tories, halted automobile traffic, 
blocked or delayed rail transporta- 
tion, broke plate-glass windows, 
caused innumerable fires, hundreds 
of traffic accidents and intense suf- 
fering for birds and beasts. 

The weather brought higher 
prices in the grain and livestock 
markets, jammed hotels with sub- 
urbanites too timid to risk the 
journey home, flooded coal and 
clothing merchants with rush or- 
ders and caused a severe shortage 
in the earmuff, scarf and mitten in- 
dustries, The cold had little effect 
on most airlines and schedules gen- 
erally were maintained, 

Thermometers Freeze. 

The coldest temperature in the 
country yesterday was 55 below 
zero at International Falls, Minn., 
on the Canadian border. Ordinary 
mercury thermometers freeze at 
37.9 degrees below zero Fahrenheit, 
but gas and metallic coil instru- 
ments were used to record iower 
temperatures. Today the reading 
was 56 below. 

Minneapolis set a new record low 
in the 45-year history of the Weath- 
er Bureau there with a minus 33.5 
degrees. 

At 7 o’clock last night the mer- 
cury stood at 11 below in Chicago 
and dropped at the rate of one 
degree an hour to 18 below at 3 a. 
m.. The Chicago River froze over 
for the first time in 24 years. At 
Mundelein, north of Chicago, on 
high ground, the reading was given 
as 38 below. 

Chicago schools were closed. In a 
country schoolhouse near Wauke- 
gan, Ill., 20 pupils were held in the 
building for several hours after the 
heating plant failed. Some of the 
younger children were in danger 
of freezing before deputy sheriffs 
and State police broke through the 
snow drifts to rescue them. 

There were 174 fires in Chicago 
in 20 hours, attributed to overheat- 
ed stoves and furnaces. A Negro 
and two small sons were burned to 
death when a stove set fire to their 
home. 

Ambulance Stalls in Drifts. 


In Bureau County, Illinois, Clyde 
Kitterman, needing an emergency 
appendicitis operation, was put in 
an ambulance in the 20-below-zero 
weather and started toward a 
Princeton hospital. The ambulance 
stalled in snow drifts. Eight men 
dug the ambulance out, towing it 
with an automobile and a truck 
while the eight rescuers pushed. 

A Peoria-Davenport bus was 
buried in snow south of Kewanee, 
its 20 passengers taking refuge in 
farm houses. C. R. Spraggs, Chi- 
cago, a truck driver, was rescued 
from his stalled vehicle and taken 
to Princeton Hospital in serious 
condition. 

The 30 passengers of a St. Louis 
to Chicago bus were marooned 24 
hours when drifts stopped their bus 
near Tolono. Two filling stations 
and two lunch rooms sheltered the 
crowd. 

A State highway snow plow res- 
cued 19 passengers of another bus, 
snowbound five hours east of Can- 
ton. 

A 30-degree drop in temperature 
in seven hours today brought a 
two-degree below zero temperature 
to New York City.. There was a 
high wind. Police reported one 
man dead of exposure in the cold- 
est weather for the date on rec- 
ord in New York. More than 7500 
homeless men and women were 
sheltered in municipal and commu- 
nity lodging houses. 

School Bus in Ditch.

With seven international unions 
supporting the Lewis committee, a 
struggle of far-reaching conse- 
quences rested on the committee’s 
decision whether to accede to the 
executive council's demand. 

Today's action followed consider- 
ation by the Council of the Lewis 
committee’s publications, policies 
and procedure, as well as the ques- 
tioning of various union officers.

23.—A private funeral service for 
King George V was held in the 
Sandringham church today before 
the body was taken to London. 

King Edward VIII and his three 
brothers, wearing civilian clothes. 
accompanied the widowed Queen 
Mary, the Princess Royal and the 
three royal duchesses, entering the 
church on the royal country estate 
at 10 a. m. (4 a. m, St. Louis time). 

The Archbishop of Canterbury 
conducted the brief service. 

King Edward sat beside the 
Queen Mother on the front pew 
near the chancel where the plain 
oaken casket rested, during the 
services. Behind the other mem- 
bers of the royal family, in adjoin- 
ing pews, a few: servants of the 
Sandringham estate sat on scarlet 
cushions in old wooden pews. 

Choirboys chanted the Twenty- 
third Psalm. The Bishop of Nor- 
wich, assisted by the parish rector, 
the Rev. A. R. Fuller, joined in 
conducting the services, Prayers 
with the royal family kneeling, and 
a hymn, “Peace, Perfect Peace,” 
ended the service. 

Procession to Station. 

The procession to the Wolferton 
railroad station began at 11:15 a. 
m. While the dead monarch’s 
piper, Major Forsyth, played, the 
casket was carried from the 
church and placed on a gun car- 
riage. Silent crowds stood by. 
More than 10,000 men,’ women and 
children, the East Anglian coun- 
try people whom the King knew as 
friends and neighbors, braved a 
cold, frosty morning to bid fare- 
well to the sovereign. 

King Edward, with the Duke of 
York on his right and the Duke of 
Gloucester on his left, fell in be- 
hind the caisson for the two and 
a half mile walk to the station. 

The new King’s other brother, 
the Duke of Kent, and his brother- 
in-law, the Earl of Harewood, walk- 
ed immediately behind him. King 


Edward’s face appeared drawn 
with grief. 
A few yards behind King 


George’s sons, the Queen Mother, 
in deep mourning, rode in a car- 
riage with her only daughter, the 
Princess Royal, and the Duchess 
of York. 

The Duchess of Kent and other 
members of the royal household 
followed. 

King’s Favorite Pony. 

The late King’s favorite pony, the 
gentle, snow-white Jock, 
panied the funeral procession, with 
stirrups reversed. Richard Howlett, 
valet to King George throughout 
the 25-year reign, walked beside 
the pony. 

A winter sun lit up the country- 
side as the seven bays, drawing 
the casket covered with two floral 
crosses, one from Queen Mary and

Archbishop Conducts Brief 
Services When Cortege 
Arrives—Four-Day Cere- 
mony of Lying in State; 
Burial Tuesday.

LONDON, Jan. 23.—The body of 
King George V was returned to 
London this afternoon from San- 
dringham for the four days’ lying- 
in-state in the capital. 

Through two and a half miles of 
streets lined with silent crowds, the 
late King’s coffin was carried on a 
gun carriage to Westminster Hall, 
vhere the Archbishop of Canterbury 
conducted brief funeral services in 
the presence of members of Parlia- 
ment and the royal family. 

The dead monarch will lie in 
state until Tuesday when he will 
be buried at Windsor, west of Lon- 


don. 
After private services for the 
royal family at Sandringham, 


where his reign came to an end 
the King’s body was placed aboard 
a 10-car train. The train arrived 
at King’s Cross Station at 2:45 p. 
m. Tens of thousands packed the_ 
adjacent streets, waiting in the 
chill air to pay their last tribute, 
An honor guard from the Army, 
Navy and Air force stood at atten- 
tion on the purple-carpeted platform 
as Grenadier Guards carried the 
oaken coffin from the black and 
purple funeral coach. 

The Guardsmen placed it on a 
Royal Horse Artillery caisson for 
the procession through the streets 
to Westminster Hall. 

There, a multitude was assem- 
bling for the lying-in-state cere 
monies. 

Imperial Crown on Coffin. 

The gun-carriage which rumbled 
into position outside the railroad 
station on the freshly-sanded drive- 
way was the same one which had 
conveyed the body of George’s fath- 
er, King Edward VII, to its burial 
place. Atop the coffin rested the 


3000 diamonds and other precious 
stones. 
cushion. It was one of the rare 
times when the public has had the 
opportunity of viewing this symbol 
in the streets. 

Grenadier guardsmen, each 6 feet 
3 inches in height, and a dozen ar- 
tillerymen provided the sole touch 
of color for the hour-and-a-half 
procession. 

The procession moved through 
the streets along which King 
George passed in triumphant jubi- 
lee processions eight months ago, 
The same crowds of subjects lined 
the route, the same standards flut~- 
tered from every building, but som~- 


mer array of the jubilee celebra~- 
tions and the flags flew at half- 
staff. 

There were few troops in evi- 
dence. Six thousand blue-helmeted 
police alone lined the route from 
the railroad terminus to Westmin- 
ster Hall. 

Men and women dropped to their 
knees and prayed and wept as the 
funeral procession passed. 

King Edward on Foot. 

King Edward VIII and all other 
members of the immediate royal 
family accompanied the body from 
Sandringham. King Edward and 
his three younger brothers followed 
the coffin on foot. Automobiles 
were brought for the bereaved 
Queen Mother Mary, her only 
daughter, and her daughters-in-law.

appropriate pomp and ceremony 
next year,” indicating that a fuil 
year will elapse before the corona- 
tion.

As Big Ben boomed out the hour 
of 4, the cortege slowly moved into 
the hall where Government and 
court officials, church dignitaries, 
and the members of Parliament 
were assembled. 

Parliament already in the day 
had passed resolutions expressing 
condolences and loyalty and devo- 
tion to the new King and the Queen 
Mother. Then the Archbishop of 
Canterbury intoned brief funeral 
rites. 

Here, for the first time, the trap- 
pings of state were in evidence, 

Bearded yeomen of the guard in 
crimson and gold, with their pikes 
reversed, and the honorable corps 
of Gentlemen-at-Arms, with the 
points of their halberds touching 
the ground, made a splash of color 
around the purple-draped  cata- 
falque, flanked by four candles. 

Twenty minutes after the body 
was placed in the purple-draped 
catafalque, King Edward, his moth- 
er and the rest of the family re- 
turned to the palace from the hall. 


Great National Pilgrimage. 


Tomorrow will begin the’ great 
national pilgrimage through West- 
minster Hall, in the west wing of 
the palace which houses the House 
of Commons and the House of 
Lords. Westminster Abbey stands 
across the street. 

At Westminster Hall King George 
received congratulations last sum- 
mer on the fulfillment of 25 years 
of his reign. Under those great 
cedar timbers King Charles I was 
convicted of treason in 1649 and 
condemned to be beheaded. There 


The sun, which had shone inter- 
mittently during the morning, was 
hidden in a gray and gloomy sky 
as the procession moved down 
Southampton Row toward Ald- 
wynch and the Strand, and past the 
office building, Bush House, built 
jointly by British and Americans as 
a symbol of the bonds between the 
two countries. 

King Edward, his face reddened 
by the wind, was limping slightly. 
Passes War Memorial. 


When it reached Trafalgar 
Square, within sight of Bucking: 
ham Palace at the other end of the 
mall, the cortege again turned left 
near the large figures of the lions 
around the base of Nelson’s monu- 
ment. 

It entered Whitehall past the 
horse guards and the buildings 
housing the Government offices. 

Nearing the houses of Parliament 
along Whitehall, the procession 
passed the white stone cenotaph 
where King George, standing bare- 
headed at the 1928 Armistice day 
exercises, caught the cold which al- 
most cost his life seven years ago. 

Edward's limp increased and he 
seemed near the breaking point as 
the cenotaph was reached and 
passed—his memory freshly aroused 
by the sight of that solemn war 
memorial. The new monarch was 
seen to bite his lips in an obvious 
effort to maintain his composure. 
His face seemed more drawn than 
ever.

Sergt. Charles Chandler of the 


Venice Police Department, was shot 
and killed by a robber last night 
when he walked into a saloon near 
the east approach to McKiney 
Bridge, unaware that a holdup was 
in progress. 

As he entered, Sergt. Chandler 
saw a man standing with his face 
to the back wall and the robber 
rifling the cash register. Reaching 
for his revolver he demanded: 
“What's going on here?” 

The robber stepped around the 
bar, within four feet of the police- 
man, and fired two shots into his 
abdomen. Sergt. Chandler, falling, 
fired one shot which was wild, and 
then as he lay on the floor the rob- 
ber fired once more. 

Holdup Man Gets Away. 

“Let's get out of here!” the rob- 
ber called to Edgar Hormann, a 
taxicab driver, whom Sergt. Chand- 
ler had seen against the back wall. 
Hormann, with a pistol at his back, 
was forced to drive the robber over 
McKinley Bridge, to Third and St. 
Charles streets in St. Louis, where 
he was put out of the car. The 
robber took the wheel and drove 
to Chestnut street, west of Broad- 
way, where the taxicab was found 
later. 

Sergt. Chandler, taken to — St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital] in Granite City, 
died there at 8:50 o'clock, 40 min- 
utes after he had been wounded. 
All three of the robber’s bullets 
struck him in the abdomen. He 
was 58 years old and had been a 
policeman in Venice since 1913 ex- 
cept for an interruption during the 
war years when he worked in the 

steel mills. A widower, he lived at 
601 Sixth. street, Venice, with a 
daughter, Catherine.

Agency reported today that sev- 
eral thousand Ethiopians were 
killed Tuesday in a battle in the 
Tembien region of Ethiopia. 

The News Agency report came 
from Asmara, It stated: 

“A general engagement in South 
Tembien extending to the whole 
northern front was engaged in 
Tuesday, resulting in complete suc- 
cess for the Italian arms. In sev- 
eral sectors, our troops occupied 
new and important positions, re- 
pulsing counter attacks by the 
enemy. The losses of the enemy 
amounted to several thousand men 
killed.” 

Informed sources said today that 
Italy was hastily buying tankers 
to prevent an indirect oil embargo 
through British and Scandinavian 
control of ships. 

Even if United States dealers 
were willing to market oil, these 
Source said, they might find it dif- 
ficult as Great Britain and the 
Scandinavian countries own a ma- 
jority of the world’s tankers. One 
group of Italian buyers was _ re- 
ported seeking to purchase a Scan- 
dinavian vessel. 


Ethiopians Say They Have Killed

It was 
in Norris’ case that the United 
States Supreme Court set aside the 
verdict, holding Negroes were “sys- 
tematically excluded” from juries in 
Alabama.

“Section 9. Notwithstanding the

cised by such administration, and 
for such purposes the provisions of 
law applicable to the appointment 
and compensation of persons ¢m- 
ployed by the Agricutural Adjust- 
ment Administration shall apply. 

“Section 1Q. Notwithstanding any 
other provision of law, the action 
of any officer or employe in deter- 
mining the amount of or in mak- 
ing any payment under this act 
shall not be subject to review or 
audit except by the Secretary cf 
Agriculture. 

“Section 11. (A) This act shall 
apply to the United States and the 
territories of Alaska, Hawaii and 
Puerto Rico. 

“(B) This act may be cited as the 
‘soil conservation and domestic al- 
lotment. act.’” 


KIPLING’S ASHES DEPOSITED 
AT WESTMINSTER ABBEY 


Urn Placed in “Poets’ Corner;” Fi- 
nal Rites Obscured by Sorrow 
at Death of King. 

LONDON, Jan. 23.—In a simple 
service, Rudyard Kipling’s ashes 
were deposited in the “Poets’ Cor- 
ner” of Westminster Abbey today.

“Poets’ Corner’ of the Abbey since 
those of Thomas Hardy, who was 
perhaps his closest friend.

St. Louis experienced the coldest 
weather in six years when the tem- 
perature fell from 37 degrees above 


zero at 4 a. m. yesterday to a min- 
imum of 10 degrees below zero at 2 
o'clock this morning—a decline of 
47 degrees in 22 hours. 

The official thermometer reached 
zero at 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon and remained below zero for 
the next 24 hours, reaching 1 de- 
gree above zero at the same time 
this afternoon. 

This was the coldest weather here 
since Jan. 18, 1930, when it was 13 
below zero. The coldest on record 
was 22 below, Jan. 5, 1884. 

Exercising caution, motorists got 
about with comparatively few acci- 
dents and not much delay. Street 
cars and busses had little difficulty. 
Roads radiating into Missouri and 
Illinois all were snow-coated and 
slippery, but open. 

Trains From East, North Late. 

Trains from the East and North, 
delayed by snow and cold elsewhere, 
were arriving from one to five 
hours late, while those from the 
West and South were on time or

The temperature 
was about 8 below zero and still 
going down. 

“On the way we had to help 
about 15 motorists who were stalled 
or blocked by the busses.

An attempt to line up at least 
three of the 17 anti-Dickmann 


aldermen in support of the Mayor’s 
$2,250,000 bond issue bill, for the 
city’s one-fourth share of a $9,000,- 
000 start on the $30,000,000 Jeffer- 
son Memorial river front improve- 
ment, is being made at City Hall. 

The Federal Government’s $6,750,- 
000 share of the initial $9,000,000 
was provided yesterday, when 
Comptroller-General McCarl, at 
Washington, approved a Treasury 
warrant for that amount. It will 
be available for use, in purchasing 
land for the improvement and be- 
ginning clearance work, as soon as 
the city provides its $2,250,000 
share, as part of the $7,500,000 bond 
issue voted Sept. 10. 

. All Mayor Dickmann’s 12 sup- 
porters in the Board of Aldermen, 
including President William L. 
Mason, are favorable to the bill. 
Several of the  anti-Dickmann 
aldermen, but not all, have ex- 
pressed themselves against it. The 
Ways and Means Committee, dom- 
inated by opponents of the Mayor, 
will hold a hearing on the measure 
in one of the halls of the Munic- 
ipal Ayditorium at 1 p. m. Tuesday. 
It is expected to report the bill 
at the board’s meeting Jan. 31. Fif- 
teen votes would pass the bill. 

Division of Funds. 

Of the $6,750,000 Federal allot- 
ment, $3,450,000 is Works Progress 
Administration money, and $3,300,- 
000 is from Public Works Adminis- 
tration funds. The PWA portion of 
the money must be used for em- 
ployment, hence the amount avail- 
able for land purchase will be not 
more than the WPA $3,450,000 plus 
the city’s $2,250,000, or $5,700,000. 
Comptroller Nolte and some Alder- 
men opposing the bill have argued 
that the ground to be acquired 
might cost more than $5,700,000, and 
that the Government is not formal- 
ly committed to any further ex- 
penditure.

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CONGRESS SENDS 
BONUS BILL 10 
THE WHITE HOUSE 


President Gives No Indica- 
tion of Attitude—Measure 
Goes to Veterans’ 5Bu- 
eau for Checkup. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Presi- 


day the bonus bill which reached 
his desk from Congress yesterday. 
He gave no indication as to when 
he would act on it or what his 
action would be. 

The measure swept through the 
House yesterday, 346 to 59, after 
Having previously passed the Sen- 
ate, 74 to 16. In view of the vote, 
congressional leaders regarded the 
veto question as merely academic, 
so far as the fate of the bill is con- 
cerned. They were so confident 
that it would be passed over a veto 
that they were already speculating 
or whether the President would 
demand new taxes to finance the 
payments to veterans. He made 
no provision for such expenditures 
in his budget. 

Estimates of Cost. 

According to the lowest esti- 
mate, one billion dollars will be 
needed within a few months, if the 
bill becomes law. The Government, 
after passing out bonds of $50 de- 
nomination, to pay off 3,500,000 ad- 
justed certificates, will stand ready 
to cash the bonds next June 15. 

While the ultimate cost was esti- 
mated at $2,491,000,000, veterans’ 
leaders contended that holders of 
only about one billion dollars would 
call for cash on or immediately aft- 
er June 15. Others, however, ex- 


pect the quick demand for cash to 
total two billion dollars, despite the 


fact that veterans will draw 3 per 
cent interest if they hold _ the 
bonds. 

The President has 10 days in 
which to act on the bill. If he does 
not sign or veto within that time, 
it automatically becomes law. In 
the meantime, he has sent it to the 
veterans’ administration for a rou- 
tine checkup, so that it is likely 
to be several days before he takes 
action.

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HENDRIK VAN LOON’S STORY 
OF EDWARD VIII; HOW HE 
“STUDIED” BRITISH EMPIRE 


Has Been in Almost Every Nook and Corner 
of Dominions; Visited Indian Village 
Hovels and London Slums. 


This is the first chapter in a 
biographical series, sketching the 
life story of King Edward VIII of 
England. It is written by Hen- 
drik Willem Van Loon.

CHAPTER ONE. 

I have been asked to write about 
the person of King Edward VIII, to 
indulge perhaps in a general fore- 
cast of his reign and the influence 
he will exercise upon the future 
development of the highly compli- 
cated political, economic and social 
fabric of the modern society of 
nations. 

I shall do so, but I shall do so 
in a spirit of great humility, like a 
small boy entering a vast and very 
dark hall in an unknown mansion. 

All of us are what our historical 
and geographical backgrounds 
have made us. In this respect, 
Edward Albert Christian George 
Andrew Patrick David, by the 
grace of God, of Great Britain, Ire- 
land and the British Dominions be- 
yond the seas, King, defender of 
the faith, Emperor of India, will 
prove to be no exception. 

Therefore, in order that all things 
may be done in order and with his- 
torical accuracy, let us devote a 
few words to this new majesty’s 
historical background. 

Empire An Accident. 

The British empire is an histor- 
ical accident. Like the Dutch colo- 
nial empire and unlike the colonial 
empires of Spain, Portugal, France, 
Germany and Italy, it was never 
deliberately planned by the will of 
a sovereign residing in a distant 
capital. 

It bears a close resemblance to 
the method of navigation of our 
ancestors who sailed the sea by a 
process known as the method of 
“by God and by guess.” Some- 
times they guessed rightly, and the 
good Lord was with them, in which 
case they safely reached their des- 
tination. 

Upon other occasions (far more 
frequent, I regret to say) they 
guessed rather badly and the good 
Lord was too busily occupied with 
other and more important concerns 
to bother about their little ventures. 

What makes this apparent mir- 
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acle all the more mysterious is the 
speed with which the EPritish em- 
pire was finally turned into an ac- 
complished fact. 

In the end, it was a foreign 
prince of Scandinavian origin and 
French upbringing who conquered 
the land and brought it at least a 
modicum of peace and quiet. 

It is true that a few scholars on 
the Continent had heard of certain 
interesting political developments 
by means of which the nobles had 
deprived King John of some of his 
former prerogatives. 

But, as such movements for more 
clearly defined regulations between 
the kings and their feudal chief- 
tains were just then being fought 
out in almost every country of Eu- 
rope, this Magna Charta business 
seemed to be all in the day’s work, 

When I was working in Cam- 
bridge a few years ago I was told 
that the younger sons of the House 
of Windsor had been more careful- 
ly superintended during their stay 
at that famous university, from fear 
that historical studies might turn 
them into “dangerous radicals.” 

Visits to Dominion. 

In the case of their older brother, 
Edward, the harm had already been 
done. He had most personally vis- 
ited almost every nook and corner 
of the “dominions beyond the seas,” 
over which some day he would be 
obliged to rule. 

He is apparently not a bookish 
sort of man, which is all to the 
good. For one learns more about 
India from spending a single swel- 
tering night, lost among the god- 
forsaken mud and dung hovels of 
an Indian village, than from 999 
blue books about the status of the 
2347 different castes of that unfor- 
tunate land. 

And the parching heat of the 
South African veldt has to be seen 
and touched and felt, if one really 
desires to go to the bottom of the 
South African farm problem. 

These are only two of the ex- 
amples that come to my mind. I 
might multiply them almost ad in- 
finitum, for I have never yet been 
in a place which the Prince of 
Wales had not visited, not once but 
repeatedly. 


His Special Knowledge. 

And everywhere it was the same 
story. This young man may never 
write a treatise upon the philosoph- 
ical aspects of constitution-less con- 
stitutional government (which is 
really at the basis of England's suc- 
cess), but he knows more about 
more different parts of the world 
than any of his Ministers will ever 
know. 

And (so I was informed every- 
where) he might just as wéll be a 
representative of the Labor party 
as heir to the throne when it comes 
to the sort of things he really wants 
to know. 

When our fellow citizen in the 
White House moves two steps, we 
have to mobilize a squadron of po- 
licemen, secret service men, Gov- 
ernment men and ordinary plain 
clothes sleuths; whereas the King, 
all highest majesty, as represented 
by Edward Albert Christian, etc. 
etc., can unconcernedly and abso- 
lutely alone walk into the meanest 
house in the most ramshackle slum 
of London and can be sure that he 
will most cordially be invited to oc- 
cupy the only makeshift chair, while 
his hostess runs across the street 
to the neighbor’s to borrow a bit 
of tea so that his Highness shall get 
his due, 

The King’s Parentage. 

This King Edward was born sort- 
ly after 10 o'clock on the morning 
of the 23d day of June of the year 
of grace, 1894, His father was the 
Duke of Cornwall and York, oldest 
surviving son of that Prince of 
Wales who upon the death of his 
mother, Queen Victoria, was to 
og the throne as King Edward 

His mother was Mary, the daugh- 
ter of the Duke of Teck and of 
Mary Adelaide, daughter of Adolph- 
us, Duke of Cambridge and the sev- 
enth son of George III of England. 

At the age of 24 the young Prin- 
cess had become engaged to Albert 
Edward, the Duke of Clarence, and 
the oldest son of the then Prince 
of Wales (afterward King Edward 
VIT) and his wife, Alexandra, the 
oldest daughter of Prince Christian 
of Glucksburg, afterward King 
Christian IX of Denmark. 

The Duchess of Teck, the mother 
of the present King, had been 
brought up in very simple — one 
might also say—a spartan manner. 
English children are rarely spoiled, 
The sons and daughters of the rich 
fare no bettér than those who can- 
not afford to pay a penny for their 
own education. 

Lack of Comforts. 

Those who have read the dis- 
patehes that came to us from Sand- 
ringham during these last few days 
or who have listened to the radio 
remember that his late majesty was 
lying in a bed entirely surrounded 
by screens “to keep off the 
draughts.” 

If such were the conditions in 
the royal sickroom, we need not in- 
quire too closely into the lack of 
comforts that are almost a matter 
of pride to all good Englishmen who 
ever attended a public school. 

In that topsy-turvy land, I need 
not remind you that it is the “pri- 
nan schools which are called “pub- 

c.” 

Any student in one of our smaller 
state colleges would disdain to live 
amidst the endless discomforts of 
such centers of learning as Oxford 
or Cambridge. But he would thank 
his lucky stars if he could go to 
one of these universities as a mere 
commoner. For the commoner has 
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an easy time of it, compared to the 
son or daughter of a Duke or an 
Earl. Infinitely Ress is expected of 
him. 

Not that a very great degree of 
scholarship is supposed to be one 
of the essentials of the mental 
makeup of the future rulers of En- 
gland. 

Too much “book larnin’” is not 
supposed to be good for them. It 
has a tendency to give them a 
warped view of an essentially prac- 
tical world. 

But within the realm of the minor 
offenses, the commoner will get off 
with a nominal] fine, whereas. the 
son of the Duke is bound to be ex- 
pelled, “to encourage the others,” 
as the kind-hearted dean once ex- 
plained it to me.

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ST T0 TEST STATE 
REFUNDING OPERATION 


Friendly Action in Missouri 
Supreme Court by Attorney 
General’s Office. 


By the Jefferson City Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 23.—A 
friendly test suit to determine if 
the State Board of Fund Commis- 
sioners has legal authority to refund 
any or all of the $114,002,000 of out- 
highway, soldier 
bonus and building bonds, at lower 
interest rates, will be filed in the 
Missouri Supreme Court today by 
the Attorney-General’s department. 

Attorney-General McKittrick said 
the question involved, had not been 
passed on before by the Missouri 
courts. Institution of the test case 
was requested by the Board of Fund 
Commissioners. 

The suit is in the form of an ap- 
plication for a writ of mandamus to 
compel State Auditor Forrest Smith 
to register three refunding bonds 
being issued by the Board of Fund 
Commissioners, including two high- 
way bonds and one building bond. 
Smith is a member of the board, to- 
gether with Gov. Park, State Treas- 
urer Nacy and McKittrick. 

Refunding Bonds Used in Test. 

For purposes of the test the 
board proposes to refund one high- 


way bond of series J, issued under 
a constitutional amendment voted 
by people of the State in 1920; one 
highway bond, series V, issued un- 
der a constitutional amendment 
adopted in 1928, and one building 
bond," issued under a constitutional 
amendment adopted in May, 1934. It 
is proposed to reduce the interest 
rate on the series J road bond from 
4% per cent to 2% per cent; the 
rate on the series V road bond from 
4 per cent to 2% per cent, and the 
rate on the building bond from 3 
per cent to 2% per cent. 

If the board is sustained by the 
court, other refunding of outstand- 
ing issues would follow, it was said. 
At the present time the State has 
outstanding $105,990,000 of highway 
bonds; $5,012,000 of soldier bonus 
bonds, and $3,000,000 of building 
bonds, the latter block from an au- 
thorized issue of $10,000,000 of build- 
ing bonds for rehabilitation of the 
State eleemosynary and penal insti- 
tutions. : 

Suit Based on Statute. 

The suit is based on section 11,- 
500 of the Revised Statutes of Mis- 
souri, 1929, which authorizes and 
empowers the Board of Fund Com- 
missioners “to refund any part of 
the bonded indebtedness of the 
State, whenever they can do so to 
the advantage of the State in 
change of time, terms of payment 
or interest payments upon the in- 
debtedness which it is proposed to 
refund.” The section limits the in- 
terest rate on such refunding bonds 
as may be issued to not to exceed 
3% per cent. 

The test case is an outgrowth of 
an investigation conducted by a 
special House committee during the 
1935 session of the Legislature, into 
the feasibility and advisability of 
refunding the outstanding bonds of 
the State. 

During the inquiry, Attorney-Gen- 
eral McKittrick gave the committee 
an opinion holding that the Board 
of Fund Commissioners at any 
time could refund the outstanding 
bonds, when it may be to the ad- 
vantage of the State to do so, and 
that section 11,500 must be read 
into and construed as a part of the 
bonds issued. The House committee 
then recommended that the board 
take action to refund the bonds, at 
reduced interest rates.

FOR SENATE EXPENSES 


Total Includes $7000 for Min- 
eral Water and $670 for 
Paper Cups.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23. —Senate 
expenditures for the last fiscal year 
were $3,296,852, according to the 
annual report of Col. Edwin 4A. 
Halsey, secretary of the Senate, 
made today. 

This included $923,138 for Sena- 
tors’ salaries; $34,880 for mileage or 
traveling expenses; $14,437 for the 
Vice-President’s salary; $1,573,683 
for salaries of officers and em- 
ployes; $48,955 for pay of the Cap- 
itol police, and $701,756 for con- 
tingent expenses. 

The last figure covered various 
items. It included $236,000 for the 
Senate’s investigations; $7000 for 
mineral water and $670 for paper 
cups, used not only by Senators, 
but by employes and newspaper 
men. 

There also was an item of $2 for 
two neckties for Vice-President 
Garner’s chauffeur, and $2.98 for a 
pair of gloves. Cheese cloth and 
cleaning fluid to keep the Vice- 
President’s big new car shiny cost 
$2.75. 

$23,242 for Lawyers. 

Legislative counsel, lawyers who 
draw up bills, cost $23,242. Report- 
ing of the long Senate debates took 
$57, 323. 

Telephone costs ranged from 
$ to more than $3000 a month; 
ice cost from $100 a month to sev- 
eral hundred; thousands of dollars 
were paid for official telegrams; 
such items as $31.98 for “launder- 
ing 5814 towels for the United 
States Senate” appeared over and 
over again. 

Most of the expenditures on in- 
vestigations went ffor _ salaries. 
Large amounts were spent for 
traveling expenses. The largest 
single item of this kind was $5561 
for Senator Reynolds (Dem.), North 
Carolina, and a party of 10 assist- 
ants who went to the Virgin Islands, 
representing the committee investi- 
gating conditions there.

GARMISCH-PARTENKIRCHEN, 
Germany, Jan. 23.—America’s icd 
hockey team will have to play its 
way successfully through 10 matches 
if it is to capture the Olympic 


championship next month. 

The German Olympic Committed 
announced that a total of 46 
matches will be necessary to deter- 
mine the championship. Entries 
have been filed by 17 nations in< 
cluding the United States, Canada, 
Germany, Czecho-Slovakia, Italy, 
England, France, Japan, Sweden, 
Switzerland, Austria, Poland, Hun- 
gary, Finland, Yugoslavia, Latvia 
and Belgium. 

These contestants will be divided 
into four groups for the elimina- 
tion round with a total of 28 
matches to be played between Feb. 
6-10. In each of these groups all 
teams will meet each other once. 

The two best in each group—a 
total of eight nations—will qualify, 
for the semifinal round consisting 
of two groups. From Feb, 11-13 
another round-robin series will be 
held to qualify the two best in each 
of these groups for the final round, 

The final series, deciding the 
championship and the next three 
places, will be held between Feb, 
14-16. 

The usual hockey system of giv- 


In case 
of a tie in points, the total num- 
ber of goals will decide the plac- 
ings. 

The Olympic Committee an- 
nounced that a capacity crowd al- 
ready is assured for the final series. 
All tickets were sold out seven days 
after they had been placed on sale, 
the German quota going within two 
days.

As teams they might not win 
high honors in international compe- 
tition, — Heidelberg, Slavia, 
Graphite-Bronze, Sparta, the Macca- 
bees, Olympia and Deutscher Sport, 
which are representative clubs of 
Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Chicago and 
Milwaukee, have on their rosters 
individual players who would at- 
tract favorable attention against the 
very highest type of opposition. 

Some Outstanding Stars. 

Players of the type of Goalie 
Tengler, Fullback Thompson and 
Halfback Neilson, all of Slavia- 
Bartunek; Halfback Pearson and 
Forward Wolf of Sparta; Forward 
Griffith of Graphite-Bronze; Cen- 
ter Forward Donelli, Goalie J. Kut- 
en, Fullback M. Kuten and Forward 
A. Urbanic, all of Heidelberg, and 
Hughie Hill of Chicago, to name an 
outstanding few, deserve every con- 
sideration when the business of 
picking the stars of the western di- 
vision or of the United States is 
the matter in hand. Add, then, the 
dozen or more brilliant individual 
performers playing with St. Louis 
teams, and the half dozen or more 
scattered among Chrysler of De- 
troit, Curry of Pittsburgh, Macca- 
bees of Chicago and a couple of 
other less prominent clubs and it 
is clear that the western division 
might easily supply at least half 
of the men who represent. the 
United States in any international 
soccer competition. 

The better opportunity St. Louis 
fans have had this season to watch 
and weigh'players of these Mid- 
western soccer clubs has tended to 
emphasize the injustice done in the 
past by committees charged with 
the task of selecting teams to rep- 
resent this country in international 
games. How different the results 
at Paris in 1924, at Amsterdam in 
1928, at Montevideo in 1930 and at 
Rome in 1934 might have been had 
the committee been less selfish and 
the method of selection been more 
thorough and impartia! 

Past Selections a Farce. 

The East, of course, is proud of 
its. soccer teams and star players 
but in the past local pride or some 
other -selfish consideration has 
made a farce of selections. Play- 
ers were picked who were of scarce- 
ly any value and some of America’s 
finest were given no consideration. 
The Federation International’s next 
world series’ will be held in 1938, 
the place still to be selected, and 
there is no reason why the United 
States team should not be far 
stronger and more genuinely repre- 
sentative that it has been in the 
past. The committee blundered so 
grossly in 1928, 1930 and 1934 that 
it has lost respect and confidence 
in most Midwestern soccer centers. 

Should the Shamrock club here 
run out of attractive competition it 
might do worse than scheduling 1 
game against the “rest-of-the- 
west.” Toss the best players of 
Heidelberg, Sparta, Graphit-Bronze 
and the Chrysler clubs together and 
line them up against the national 
champions and watch what would 
happen. Then, the pick of the best 
players of these two teams against 
the Tast’s stars. What then? 
The ultimate winner ought to be a 
pretty good nucleus for a really 


powerful United States team.

BY 55 NEW YORK PHYSICIANS 


Reduces Mortality in Mothers and 
Children, They Tell League 
Meeting. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—The 
American Birth Control League re- 
ceived from Eric M. Matsner, its 
medical director, at the opening of 
its fifteenth annual meeting today, 
a statement signed by 55 New York 


City physicians affirming that 
“birth control is essential and is 
being rapidly accepted as one of 
the scientific techniques needed for 
safeguarding and maintaining in- 
dividual and public i.ealth.” 

The statement presented today 
observed in part: “Birth control is 
essential for the spacing of births 
in conformity with the statistical 
evidence that deliberate and con- 
scious control of fertility material- 
ly reduces mortality in both moth- 
ers and children.” 

It added: “Clinical research ex- 
tending over a period of 15 years 
has demonstrated conclusively the 
effectiveness, safety and harmless- 
ness of medically approved contra- 
ceptive methods.”

“ 7 ¢ ARR AIT Litvinoff Throws League 
alt Meeting Into Turmoil 
With Challenge to Uruguay 


Also Asserts That Japan, Italy and “Another 
European State” Foster Aggressive 
Policies Menacing World Peace. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Jan. 23.—Maxim Lit- 
vinoff, Foreign Commissar of 
Russia, precipitated a quarrel in 
the League of Nation’s Council to- 
day when he declared that Japan, 


Italy, and “another European state” 
were fostering aggressive policies 
of “the utmost danger to world 
peace.” He also demanded that 
Uruguay tell the League exactly 
why it broke off diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Soviets. (At the time 
of the break Uruguay charged that 
Moscow was fostering Communistic 
activities in South ‘America.) 

Alberto N. Guani, representative 
of Uruguay, answered heatedly 
that the time had come for nations 
to take up measures of defense 
against the Communist propaganda 
emanating from Moscow. 

Baron Pompeo Aloisi Protests. 

Baron Pompeo Aloisi of Italy 
protested against Litvinoff’s refer- 
ences to Italy. “The speculation in 
these remarks,” said the Fascist 
delegate, “I most categorically re- 
ject! Italy has no need to provide 
motives. Italy has no need to find 
excuses for an action which she 
has taken openly in view of the 
imperative need of Italian civiliza- 
tion and stability.” 

Aloisi declared it should not be 
permitted in a discussion of this 
nature to introduce words which 
imputed motives to other countries. 

For his part, Guani said the 
Moscow program was calculated to 
destroy “families, religion, the social 
order, amd civilization itself.” 

Guani asserted that Montevideo, 
the capital of Uruguay, had been 
used by the Soviet legation as a 
center for breeding trouble in Brazil 
and elsewhere in South America. 

Litvinoff’s Statement. 

Litvinoff said Uruguay had no 
justification for its acts and was 
undoubtedly speculating in preju- 
dices nourished by many countries 
against the Soviet Union. 

“All countries notorious for their 
aggressive policies endeavor to 
screen this way their aggressive 
natures,” he said, speaking in En- 
glish. 

“Under cover of this speculation, 
the independence of China was in- 


| 


fringed, one after another of its 
provinces taken away from it. 

“In Europe another state is seek- 
ing cover behind this speculation 
for its vast organization of wars of 
aggression. 

“Another European country 
which recently committed an act of 
aggression disapproved by the So- 
viet Government is attempting 
through its press to exploit the 
same prejudices. 


“May Endanger World Peace.” 


“This indulgence in a sort of 
speculation, in itself a weapon of 
aggression, may be of utmost dan- 
ger to world peace. On _ these 
grounds alone the Council cannot 
be indifferent to the diplomatic 
methods of Uruguay.” 

Litvinoff indicated Russia’s re. 
fusal to buy immense quantities 
of cheese from Uruguay entered 
into that nation’s decision to break 
off relations, 

He pointed out that Uruguay was 
displeased because the Soviet re- 
fused to permit deportation of an 
anarchist imprisoned there. 

Litvinoff disclosed the Russian 
Minister at Montevideo had cabled 
that the Uruguayian President 
would consider himself compensat- 
ed for this refusal “if we would buy 
200 tons of Uruguayan cheese.” 

Says Offer Was Rejected. 

Russia refused, whereupon the 
Minister cabled the refusal had 
been interpreted as a fresh display 
of lack of consideration, Litvinoff 
said. 

He denied accusations the Soviets 
had instigated and supported Com- 
munist elements in Brazil and had 
issued checks for large sums for 
revolutionary purposes. 

Litvinoff called the Council’s at- 
tention to Article XII of the League 
Covenant, which provides that if 
a dispute arises between members 
“likely to lead to a rupture,” the 
members must submit the matter to 
arbitration or to inquiry by the 
Council. 

Guani replied that Article XII 
does not apply in the case of Uru- 
guay’s break with Russia because, 
he said, the mere cutting off of dip- 
lomatic relations cannot possibly 
“lead to a rupture” endangering 
peace.

Primary Returns From Half of 
State In; Leaders Say Fight on 
Roosevelt Will Be Continued. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Jan. 23.— 


Lieutenants of the late Huey P. 
Long, their slate victorious in Tues- 
day’s Democratic primary, said in 


statements today the Senator's 
fight on the Roosevelt administra- 
tion would be pushed. Returns 
from half of the State gave the 
Long ticket more than 100,000 votes 
majority for Senator, Governor and 
most other State offices. 

Gerald L. K. Smith, national or- 
ganizer of the Share-the-Wealth So- 
ciety, said headquarters would be 
set up in Washington preparatory 
to starting campaigns in several 
Southern States. Long had planned 
to use the groups as a political or- 
ganization in a possible quest of the 
presidency.

Leader of Movement Says It Would 
Be Impossible to Get Names 
on Some Ballots.

CANADA’S SUPREME COURT

A WAY OUT? 


No state shall, without consent of Congress, 
... enter into any agreement or compact with 
another state . . .—United States Constitution, 
Article I, Section 10, Clause 3. 

Does this little known and relatively little used 
clause of the Federal Constitution afford a way out 
of our present political impasse—an impasse which 
in its essence arises from the constitutional inability 
of the Federal Government to deal with economic 
and social problems which have grown too great for 
solution by the individual states? 

It would be rash indeed to say unequivocally that 
it does. Caution always advises against placing too 
great confidence in a course not yet sufficiently ex- 
plored. But the fact remains that voluntary action 
by groups of states with common interests is pre- 
mised on an explicit clause of the Constitution and 
as such affords approach to our problems which is 
in accord with our fundamental law as it stands 
today. 

When Felix Frankfurter and James M. Landis 
wrote their exhaustive study of interstate adjust- 
ments for the Yale Law Journal 11 years ago, the

N A RECENT editorial comment on 

the invalidation of the AAA by the Su-

One reason for this is the unreasoning attitude so 
often taken by labor union officials. For instance, the 
incident at Washington, D. C., when 1500 persons as- 
sembled to hear the opera “Lakme.”

For two hours the audi- 
ence waited. The musicians remained obdurate, The 
opera was finally performed with organ music, played 
by a volunteer from the audience. 
By refusing to take a check which was undoubted- 
ly good, the musicians lost $1500, incurred the ill-will 
of a large and important audience and added fuel 
to the cause of anti-unionism. 


vigilance by one state in the protection of fish in 
the Columbia River could be canceled by inaction or 
lax administration in the other, have had for almost 
20 years a joint agreement establishing requirements 
for protecting fish within their common waters.

Adjustment of interstate problems under the com- 
pact clause not only has the Constitution on its side. 
It also is in line with one of the outstanding char- 
acteristics of the United States as a nation, namely, 
that our union is a federation of areas of differing 
interests and needs. As that provocative American 
historian, the late Frederick Jackson Turner, once 
wrote: “Arising from the facts of physical geography 
and the regional settlement of different peoples and 
types of society on the Atlantic coast, there was a 
sectionalism from the beginning.” With the round- 
ing out of the continent this fact of regionalism de- 
veloped unt{l it has become one of the great forces 
in the national life. 

There is, therefore, much about the interstate com- 
pact to recommend it to the American people for seri- 
ous consideration and fair trial. As Messrs, Frank- 
furter and Landis say in their article on the sub- 
ject: 

An enlargement of the Federal power through 
constitutional amendment may, in specific in- 
stances, be the answer; but this need not be and 
ought not to be, our only relief from state im- 
potence or state inadequacy. The imaginative 
adaptation of the compact idea should add con- 
siderably to resources available to statesmen in 
the solution of problems presented by the grow- 
ing interdependence, social and economic, of 
groups of states forming distinct regions. It 
may well be that the New England states, the 
Middle Atlantic states, the Pacific coast states, 
and similar groupings will each evolve, through 
compact, common industrial standards, thereby 
recognizing diversities not coincident with the 
capricious boundaries of 48 states nor yet to be 
resolved by flat common denominator, nation- 
wide in its operation. 

Time and circumstances alone must determine 
the existence of such diversities and common 
needs and the wisdom of regional rather than 
national |treatment. The overwhelming difficul- 
ties confronting modern society must not be at 
the mercy of the false antithesis embodied in the 
shibboleths “states-rights” and “national suprem- 
acy. We must not deny ourselves new or un- 
familiar modes in realizing national ideals. Our 
regions are realities. Politica] thinking must re- 
spond to these realities. Instead of leading to 
parochialism, it will bring a fresh ferment of po- 
litical thought whereby national ai 
achieved through various forms of political - 
justment.

TODAY AND TOMORROW 


By Walter Lippmann 


NYONE who gazes at the brute figures 
A» the fat volume which contains the 

budget is likely to find that the sums are 
too big and too complicated to understand. 
They arouse a feeling of astonishment and 
uneasiness. But they do not readily lead to 
practical conclusions on which public opinion 
can be centered. 

It seems to me, therefore, that we shall 
not succeed in mastering the problem pre- 
sented by these huge expenditures unless 
we are able first to think our way through 
to controlling principles which make the 
figures intelligible. That is not easy. But 
here, for what it may be worth, is what I 
believe to be the essence of the matter. 

It seems to me that the first thing to look 
for in a Government budget are the items 
of expenditure which have a tendency to in- 
crease because of the pressure of powerful 
interests. The typical example in American 
history is to be found in the payments to 
war veterans. Once it became an established 
practice that Congressmen who voted for 
greater payments would be politically re- 
warded at the polls and that those who re- 
fused them would be punished, a siphon into 
the Treasury was set up which it has been 
almost impossible to interfere with. The 
veterans, leaving aside the bonus, are to 
have $790,000,000 in the fiscal year of 1937. 


Now this siphon principle has recently 
been extended to other large groups of 
voters. It has been extended to the farm- 
ers who in the new budget are admitted 
into the “regular” budget for about $500,- 
000,000. These two groups alone are, there- 
fore, now in possession of a right to more 
money than was spent by the Federal Gov- 
ernment for all purposes in the year just 
before the war. 

Siphon No. 3 is the Civilian Conservation 
Corps, which is now established as a regular 
activity at a cost of about $250,000,000. 

Siphon No. 4 is relief under which states 
and cities and counties draw upon the Fed- 
eral Treasury. The sum for 1937 has not 
yet been determined, but it runs into the 
billions, 

Siphon No. 5 is the Social Security Act, 
particularly that portion of it under which 
the Federal Government makes grants. This 
is not yet operating on a large scale, but 
it is generally realized that it has a great 
future. Unless past experience means noth- 
ing, a pipe has been laid into the Treasury 
which will draw out ever-increasing sums. 
The pressure on Congress to increase the 
grants is certain to be persistent and pow- 
erful. 


In the long view these aspects of the 
budget are by far the most important. For 
it is the establishment of vested political in- 
terests exerting politically irresistible de- 
mands that causes the gravest difficulties. 
I do not for a moment wish to suggest that 
we have yet reached the point where the 
credit of the United States is threatened. 
But it is indisputable, it seems to me, that 
we are at the point where vested interests 
which will become irresistible in their de- 
mands are becoming consolidated. The dan- 
ger lies not so much in what the Govern- 
ment is actually spending at the moment 
but in the fact that it is allowing necessary 
emergency expenditures to develop into per- 
manent obligations of the Government. Once 


| these obligations become permanent, the 
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The Fundamental Danger in the Budget 


Congressmen who are likely to be elected 
are the Congressmen who have pledged 
themselves to increase the appropriations. 

It is irresistible expenditure which wrecks 
Government finances, A nation can stand 
enormous expenditures if they are tempo- 
rary and can be stopped. If they are per- 
manent and therefore unending, trouble is 
inevitable. 

If we look abroad today we can see the 
principle in operation. The perilous con- 
dition of the Italian finances is clearly due 
to the irresistible expenditures, first for arm- 
aments, second for grandiose public works, 
and now for the Ethiopian war. The peril- 
ous condition of the German finances is 
clearly due to the irresistible expenditures 
required for the rearming of Germany. Great 
Britain, faced with the necessity of increas- 
ing her armaments, is faced with a choice 
when she must either reduce the expendi- 
tures on social services, increase her already 
enormous taxes, or unbalance her budget. 


The thing to be alarmed about in the 
American position is not how much money 
was spent in 1933, 1934, 1935. The thing to 
be alarmed about is that expenditures re- 
garded originally as temporary and for the 
emergency alone are rapidly becoming fixed 
as permanent. The alarming thing is what 
these new powerful siphons, once they be- 
come politically consolidated, will do to the 
budgets of the future. 

The plain truth is that vested interests, 
every bit as powerful and every bit as in- 
sistent as that of the veterans, are being 
established for the farmer, for the depen- 
dent population, for the local governments 
which have hitherto borne in normal times 
the burden of relief. That is a grave danger 
not only to the finances of the Government 
but to the moral habits of the nation. And 
the longer the country waits the more firm- 
ly will these new vested interests with their 
siphons into the Treasury become estab- 
lished. The more firmly they are established 
the harder it will be to dislodge them. And 
nothing will establish them more firmly 
than an election in which Congressmen win 
because they have catered to these groups.

GAG LAWS’ OPPOSED 
BY FPISCOPALIANS 


Diocesan Convention Assails 
Military Disaffection and 
Sedition Bills. 


A resolution opposing the McCor- 
mick-Tydings military disaffectfon 
bill and the Kramer sedition bill, 
now pending in Congress, was 
adopted yesterday at the conclud- 
ing session of the ninety-seventh an- 
nual convention of the Episcopal 


Diocese of Missouri at Bishop Tut- 
tle Memorial, Christ Church Ca- 
thedral. The convention opened 
Monday. 

The resolution described the two 
measures as “gag legislation” and 
stated that they would “invade our 
freedom in religion, in speech and 
in public assembly and violate the 
fundamental principles upon which 
our democracy was founded.” 

The members of the convention 
also adopted a resolution deprecat- 
ing the exaction of oaths of loyalty 
to the Federal Constitution from 
any particular group, such as school 
teachers. A similar resolution, de- 
ploring the regimentation of school 
teachers, had previously been de- 
feated by a close vote, 33 to 30. 

Civil Service Favored. 

Resolutions were adopted indors- 
ing the campaign of various civic 
groups for extension of civil service 
requirements in the personnel of 
Federal, state and city govern- 
ments and the plan of the St. Louis 
Old-Age Assis®ance Board to ad- 
minister its work through trained 
social workers. Other resolutions 
adopted urged the city authorities 
to consider establishment of a city 
college for Negroes and indorsed 
the national campaign for slum 
clearance and the Federal Social 
Security Act. 

The delegates tabled a resolution 
calling upon the convention to ex- 
press its dismay at the “mounting 
harvest of automobile fatalities and 
to recognize that there can be no 
lessening to any marked degree of 
this pitiful destruction of human 
life, until a large measure of con- 
trol is exercised over the sale of al- 
coholic beverages and in the man- 
ufacture of over-engined cars.” A 
majority of the members, while in 
sympathy with organized efforts 
to reduce- automobile fatalities, ob- 
jected to the references to alco- 
holic beverages and over-engined 
cars. 

During the discussion, Allan Wy- 
man, a lay member, said that the 
resolution was merely a revival of 
prohibition and anti-prohibition 
arguments. 

“What are you bringing that skel- 
eton out of the closet for?” he 
asked. “Look what it did to the 
Methodists.” 

Resolutions to petition Mayor 
Dickmann and other city officials 
to augment the services of the City 
Department of Public Welfare and 
protesting against overcrowded 
conditions in the observation ward 
of City Hospital were tabled, after 
several members told of the city’s 
plans to provide additional hospital 
facilities. 

Relief Declared Too Smaill. 

The convention also adopted a 
resolution protesting against the 
inadequacy of relief expenditures 
as falling below “the minimum 
standards of decent living and in 
some cases to starvation leyels.” 
Adoption was urged by Dean Sid- 
ney E. Sweet of Christ Church 
Cathedral, who said payments to 
some persons on relief averaged 
$1.50 and $2 a week.. Associate 
City Counselor John T. Hicks, a 
jay delegate, opposed it, declaring 
it “smacked of politics.” 

The resolutions were prepared by 
the Department of Christian Social 
Service of the Diocese and present- 
ed to the convention by the Rev. 
Robert. O. Kevin Jr. of Kirkwood. 
The Rev. Karl Morgan Block, rec- 
tor of the Church of St. Michael 


and St. George, spoke on “The For- 


1 

ward Movement,” a campaign to 
stimulate interest in the Church and 
in Church activities. 

The convention elected the Rev. 
J. J. Wilkins and Edgar Broemel- 
siek and Kelton White, laymen, all 
of St. Louis, to the Diocesan Coun- 
cil, and George B. Scott of Poplar 
Bluff, Mo., and Frank A. Neun of 
St. Louis deputies to the Provincial 
Synod. 

It was voted to meet again at 
Christ Church Cathedral next Jan- 
uary. Members of the women’s 
auxiliary of the diocese met today 
at the Cathedral. 

The Episcopal Diocese of Mis- 
souri is composed of clergy and lay 
members of churches in the eastern 
half of Missouri, extending as far 
west as Jefferson City. Bishop Wil- 
liam Scarlett presided at the con- 
vention.

Many species of plant life grow- 
ing in the Missouri Ozarks have | 
remained unchanged from the early 


ages, Dr. Julian A. Steyermark, in- 
structor of biology at University 
City High School, said last night 
at a meeting of the Academy of 
Science of St. Louis at Washington 
University. 

Some of these plants, which are 
growing in the Southern Alleghen- 
ies aleo, have been found in other 
sections of the country only as fos- 
sils, he said. The peculiar geologi- 
cal background of the two moun- 
tainous areas have enabled these 
plants to survive through the ages, 
he explained, as the ranges always 
have remained above sea level, un- 


affected by floods and giaciation. 
The plants, he said, are the smoke 
tree, or cotinus; the yellow wood, or 
cladrastis, and the native barberry. 
A number of rare Northern plants 
also are found in the Ozarks, he 
said, having been pushed south by 
the great glaciers; and certain spe- 
cies of delphinium, spiderwort and 
beardtongue and the wake robin 
are found only in the Ozark area.

DEGLINE IN INCOME 
OF SHAW S GARDEN 


Drop From 1928 to 1934, 
Only Slightly, Higher in 
1935, Says Report. 


A general program of improve- 
ments was started last year at 
Shaw’s Garden, although the an- 
nual net income from the Henry 
Shaw estate was only slightly 
higher than the 1934 net income, 
the low figure in the Garden’s his- 
tory, according to the annual re- 
port issued today by Dr, George 
T. Moore, director. 

Dr. Moore estimated that the net 
income of the Garden for 1935 was 
about $150,000, as compared with 
$148,461 for 1934 and a decrease of 
$65,288 from the figure for 1928, 
when the annual income totaled 
$215,288. He pointed out that the 
Garden’s annual income had de- 
clined steadily from 1928 to 1934, 
due to depreciation of real estate 
and securities of the Shaw estate, 
the Garden’s only source of revenue. 

“Economies necessitated by a-de- 
creasing revenue are not immedi- 
ately noticed by visitors to the Gar- 
den,” the report stated. “The 
skimping of important features and 
the neglect of less obvious ones may 
be borne for a limited time with- 
out serious damage, but there comes 
a period when some matters can 
no longer be ignored without ac- 
tual detriment or loss of prestige 
resulting. 

How Repairs Were Made. 

“The year 1935 was such a period 
for the Garden. With no indication 
that the income could be materially 
increased above the low figure to 
which it fell in 1934, the Board of 
Trustees appropriated from accumu- 
lated savings an amount sufficient 
to provide certain necessary re- 
pairs as well as long-contemplated 
improvements.” 

Among the improvements were 
the construction of an entire new 
system of surface drains, replacing 
226 of the old style drainage tile 
basins: resurfacing 2% miles of 


ramps in place of steps throughout 
the garden, installation of 40 steel 
cases, and installation of bronze 
tablets and markers at various 
point in the Garden. The purchase 
of a tractor and farm tools also 
made it possible to eliminate the 
use of horses for heavy work. 

“As a consequence,” Dr. Moore 
said, “nearly twice as much labor 
can be accomplished at a given 
time and the general appearance 
of the Garden can be maintained 
in spite of the reduced force of 
men.” 

Displays in Good Condition, 

Commenting on the present ap- 
pearance of the principal conserv- 
atories, Dr. Moore said: 

“Since the memorable hailstorm 
of 1927, the main conservatories 
have undergone great changes. 
Palms, ferns, cycads, economic 
plants and succulents have at- 
tained their growth, so that at no 
time since that date have the houses 
looked so well as they do at pres- 
ent. Particularly impressive is the 
palm house, where date palms oc- 
cupy a prominent place. In the 
fern house, the maidenhair ferns on 
the west bank are again growing 
luxuridntly. 

In the economic house all plants 
have been furnished with new zinc 
labels, on which the botanical name 
and other data have been inscribed. 
In. addition, the popular names 
have been appended on green cel- 
luloid tags—a delight to the lay- 
man.” 

Attendance at Shaw’s Garden last 
year, as recorded by the turnstiles, 
was 303,134, a decrease of 51,910 
from the attendance of 1934. There 
were 37,782 new specimens acquired 
for the herbarium last year.

CONSUMERS SUE T0 BAR 
REFUND OF PROCESSING TAXES 


New Yorkers Want Impounded 
Levies Turned Back Into U. S. 
Treasury. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—A suit to 
halt repayment of processing taxes 
collected under the recently invali- 
dated Agricultural Adjustment Act 
was filed in Federal District Court 


yesterday by two attorneys, Con- 
tending that the taxes represent 
money paid out by the ecomplain- 
ants and other consumers and 
rightfully belongs to them, the at- 
torneys, Arthur S. Friend and Ed- 
win M. Reiskind, seek to restrain 
the Government from making re- 
funds to processors and ask for an 
order turning the money over to 
the United States Treasury, in view 
of the impossibility of determining 
the amounts due various consum- 
ers. 

The restraining order is sought 
against Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace, Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau, and Charles E. Carop- 
ley, clerk of the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

The legal theory on which the 
complaint asks for return of the 
money to the Treasury is that of 
“cy pres.” This, meaning literally 
“as nearly (as may be),” is the doc- 
trine of approximation under which, 
in a will case, for instance, the in- 
tent of the will is carried out as 
nearly as possible when it is im- 
practicable to follow its provisions 
literally.

GIVEN TO ST. LUKE'S HOSPITAL 


Anonymous Donor Is One Who 
Gave Radium Two 
Years Ago. 
An appeal for gifts to the en- 
dowment of St. Luke’s Hospital, to 
meet increased calls, was made last 
night at the annual meeting of the 
Hospital Association by the Rev. 
Rufus D. S. Putney, superintendent. 
He said that more free service 
than ever before was given in 1935, 
and that the hospital gave 9425 free 
days during the year and 14,500 
part-pay days. The cost of free 
service to the hospital was $64,903. 

The total income from all sources 

was $368,278, and expenditures 
were $405,909, leaving a deficit of 
$37,631. 
For the tenth year in succession 
the Rev. Mr. Putney reported the 
gift of $1000 from William J. Ruck- 
er of Charlottesville, Va. who, 
since a stay in the hospital, has sent 
that amount every year to be used 
as a scholarship and recreational 
fund for student nurses. 

A bequest of $10,000 from the es- 
tate of Mrs. Mary Hitchcock was 
also received. The gift of a “vascu- 
lator” for the stimulation of circu- 
lation of feet and arms, was an- 
nounced. It came from the anony- 
mous donor of $7500 worth of ra- 
dium two years ago. 

The*resignation of Mrs. Caroline 
Haslam as superintendent of the 
Hospital Schools for Nurses was 
announced. Her successor is Miss 
Clara Wright. 


SAFETY MEASURES ORDERED

Production Stopped by State In- 
spector at Several Shafts in 
Boone County.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Jan. 23.—Sus- 


pension of operations in six small 
Boone County coal mines until air 
shafts are sunk and other safety 
precautions taken was reported to- 
day by Evan Jones, State Mine In- 
spector. 

The action, Jones said, resulted 
from his examination of Boone 
County mines following the trap- 
ping of six miners in the Ed Thorpe 
mine on the George Barkwell farm 
nine miles north of here two weeks 
ago. Five miners were trapped 
when fire broke out in the main 
shaft. They escaped after a sixth 
had descended to warn them and 
the fire had been extinguished by 
the Columbia Fire Department. 

The inspectors’ orders’ stopped 
coal production at th.s and several 
other mines and diverted work to 
the digging of air shafts and 
escape tunnels. Jones said he also 
had ordered suspension of work in 
the Harris mine near Pratherville 
until water is pumped out and the 
main tunnel connected with an 
escape shaft. 


TEACHERS GETTING HALF PAY 


Walnut Grove (Mo.) Method of 
Paying for New Building. 


WALNUT GROVE, Mo., Jan. 23. 
—Eugene Grant, school superin- 
tendent, said today that teachers in 
the Walnut Grove School for the 
last three years have been receiving 
only half their contracted salary, 
although they have been obliged to 
sign receipts for the full amount. 

The money which the _ school 
board has saved in this manner, 
Grant said, has been used to reduce 
the district’s indebtedness, raised 
to approximately $40,000 in 1929 
when bonds were voted for a new 
building. Grant said he and “about 
half” of the school’s 11 teachers 
have refused to continue to indorse 
the warrants for the full amount. 
He said teachers would take steps 
to collect their full salaries, prob- 
ably by suing the board.

STRONG QUESTIONS VALIDITY 
OF MARRIAGE TO MAY YOHE 


Son of Former New York Mayor 

Answers Action Begun by 
Their Alleged Son. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—Counsel 


for Putnam Bradlee Strong, son of 
a former Mayor of New York City, 
yesterday filed an answer with the 
Supreme Court saying he suspected 
a marriage ceremony he went 
through with May Yohe, actress, 
more than 30 years ago in Argen- 


tina was void. 

The answer was in response to 
a demand by Robert E. Thomas, 
Hollywood movie actor, who is try- 
ing to establish that he is the son 
of Strong and Miss Yohe; that 
Strong’s legal representations in 
the case be shorn of any statement 
that Strong does not know whether 
he married Miss Yohe or was di- 
vorced from her. 

Thomas is suing Strong and .the 
actress, now May Yohe Smuts of 
Dorchester, Mass.,to establish him- 
self as their child to become _ en- 
titled to a trust fund on Strong’s 
death. Strong is at a hospital at 
Kingston, N. Y., recovering from an 
operation. 

Strong’s counsel, E. Aldrich Knif- 
fin, told the Court his client went 
through a marriage ceremony at 
Buenos Aires in 1902, but he ques- 
tioned the legality of the ceremony 
under the Argentine laws effective 
then. A divorce, the legality of 
which Kniffin questioned in the 
light of what he termed the ques- 
tionable legality of the marriage, 
was granted in 1910 in Clackamas 
County, Oregon.

Budget Director Arthur C. Mey- 
ers listed the factors which he said 
make the financial position of St. 
Louis sound and itemized the city’s 
contributions to relief expenditures 
in a speech before the St. Louis 
University Alumni Association at 
the De Soto Hotel today. 

Pointing out that St. Louis has 
the lowest per capita debt of any 
large city in the United States, he 
said the extent to which St. Louis- 
ans own their own homes exempli- 
fies the conservatism which is one 
reason for the city’s financial posi- 
tion, and that the industrial di- 


Iy with that of such other cities as 
Detroit. 

. That a popular vote is necessary 
for. incurring bonded indebtedness 
and that such debt cannot exceed 
10: per cent of the assessed valua- 
tion of taxable property he cited as 
other reasons for the condition. 

Debt Is $83,976,000. 

On Jan. 1, the outstanding debt 
of St. Louis was $83,976,000, exclu- 
sive of indebtedness of the schools, 
library, art museum and zoo, he 
said, adding that $7,259,664, or 25 
per cent of last year’s budget, was 
required for servicing the muni- 
cipal debt load in 1935. 

Since November, 930, St. . Louis 
has expended a total of $7,522,793 
for relief and employment. Prior to 
November, 1932, general municipal 
revenues supplied $1,525,000. The 
first bond issue for relief, in 1932, 
was for $4,600,000, and the second, 
voted last April, has until now sup- 
plied $1,397,793 additional. The used 
total of the second issue will be $3,- 
600,000 by March 1, he said. 

“The City Government of  S8t. 
Louis recognized the relief needs 
and took action many months be- 


fore the State of Missouri,” he con- | 


tinued. “Our expenditures to date 
equal or perhaps exceed the total 
amount spent for relief by the State 
Government and all other local 
governments in the State com- 
bined.”

Here we are taught to despise 


Kings and imagine that we govern 

ourselves. But, the English system, 

cing a real democracy, putting 

at the head of the Government a 

hereditary nominal ruler, who nev- 

er dreams of interfering with the 

right to rule themselves, 

never allows himself or his friends 

to try experiments on the people, 
has its good side. 


England’s royalty is wise. The 
new King, addressing the Privy 
Council, begins: “Your royal high- 
nesses, my lords and gentlemen,” 
putting royalty first, lords second 
and “gentlemen” last, but in his first 
sentence he refers to the King’s death 
as an irreparable loss sustained by 
“the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions.” He does not put England 
first, with Canada, Australia, South 
Africa, nowhere. In England, the 
people rule throu;h the King. In 
some other countries, a dictator 
rules through the people. 


For his lying in state, the King 
was dressed in full uniform as com- 
mander of the fleet, meaning the 
heavy surface fighting ships. The 
present King, “air-minded,” himself 
a pilot, with six planes of his own, 
when his turn comes will undoubt- 
edly wear his uniform as command- 
er of the air fleet of England. The 
other fleet will have dwindled away 
by that time. 


While London mourned the King 
and crowds passed his bier, tens of 
thotsands gathered in the snow- 
covered red square in far-away Mos- 
cow, to venerate the embalmed body 
of the Russian leader, Lenin, on 
the twelfth anniversary of his 
death. The slight figure of the

HOLLYWOOD, Jan. 22. 


OWARD HUGHES wasn’t in any par- 
H ticuias hurry to get to New York 

from Hollywood, so he stepped into 
a rented airplane, alone, the other day 
and landed on the East Coast just nine 
hours, 27 minutes and 10 seconds later, 
to be exact. When he climbed out of the 
cockpit he expressed surprise at the fact 
that he had made the fastest trans-conti- 
nental journey in the history of man, 
although he admitted that he had not 
hesitated long enough to take a bite to 
eat. He wasn’t tired, but thought he 
was hungry—so he washed up, went to 
a night club in New York to get some- 
thing to eat and dance. 

As this is being written, he is waiting 
in New York for the propitious moment 
to set out for Hollywood in that same 
rented airplane in an effort to break the 


say he will do it, too. 

The six feet three and handsome Mr. 
Hughes—he is only 31—is something of a 
paradox, being a mechanical-minded, se- 
rious playboy. He likes the ladies and 
the ladies like him. He puts in a good 
day’s work, usually 12 or 14 hours, tinker- 
ing with machinery. Then he goes to a 
Hollywood party or a night club and un- 
bends. Or, if the spirit moves him, he 
gets together a crowd and gets in his 
10-passenger Sikorsky plane and hops off 
for New Orleans or New York or Chica- 
go or Mexico City for a drink and a few 
dances. If he thinks he needs a real Va- 
cation, he gets his party together for 4 
cruise on his steam yacht, which happens 
to be the largest and finest on the Pa- 
cific Coast. A couple of years ago he 
sailed around the world that way. 


In between times he works and works 
hard. He has been, for more than a 
year, working out plans and building a 
plane for the United States Army which 
will be the fastest thing with wings in 
the world. Is right now, for that mat- 
ter, for last Sept. 13—he thinks 13 is his 
lueky number, and it was on the thir- 
teenth of this month that he set the 
Hollywood-to-New York mark—he took it 
out for a trial flight here at Burbank and 
flew better than 352 miles an hour to 
establish an all-time record. 

The Government is interested in his 
idea and it was a business meeting with 
army officers which took him to New 
York, not record-breaking. 


UT Hughes likes to break records, 
5 Before he went after flying marks he 

stood Hollywood on its head at the 
way he spent money making moving pic- 
tures. The $3,500,000 which he put into 
“Hell’s Angels,” the first flying “epic” of 
the screen, was twice as much as any 
picture had cost, before or since. They 
called it “Hughes’ Folly” out here, but he 
got every penny of his money back on it 
and a couple of hundred thousand in the 
way of interest. 

He never made a failure in the movies, 
although every picture he turned out cost 
him double what it should have. A stick- 
ler for detail, Hughes had to have things 
exactly right, mechanically and other- 
wise, in every film. “Hell’s Angels” was 
two or three years in the making. He 
knew all about flying and flying ma- 
chines and they had to be correct. Once, 
during the making of the picture, an 
army flyer just couldn’t do what Hughes 
expected. Explained that the plane, a 
British T. M., was safe enough to try 
stunts with. So Howard went up to show 
that it could be done. Two hundred feet 
‘off the ground, the machine fell apart, 
They dug Hughes out of the wreckage 
and found him practically unhurt. 

He had one other narrow escape. Fly- 
ing his giant Sikorsky over New Orleans 
one time, he got into trouble, but made 
a successful landing on the Mississippi 
River. He has never had any other 
crashes, although he has been flying since 
he was 14 years old, down in Houston, 
Tex. 

Hughes made “Two Arabian Knights,” 
which established the late Louis Wolheim 
as a picture star; “Hell’s Angels,” in

Then he went in for owning theaters. 
With the help of Harold B. Franklin he 
established the Franklin-Hughes chain of 
houses. At one time it looked as though 
he might own all the picture palaces in 
America, but that proved as unprofitable 
as color photography and he gave it up 
along with a couple of more million dol- 
lars. 

After the collapse of his theater chain 
and the multicolor photography, the word 
got aroynd that young Howard was 
broke, that Hollywood had “taken” him. 
This was largely because he felt, sud- 


_ denly, that Hollywood was trying to take 


him and he wasn’t going to let it. The 
movie crowd didn’t reekon with the mil- 
lions that Howard Hughes still had at 
his command. They were terribly sur- 
prised when the youngster went to En- 
gland and bought from Lord Inchcape 
that nobleman’s palatial yacht, “Rover,” 
and sailed it around the world, winding 
up in Los Angeles harbor. 


Cinema sharpshooters began to take 
aim at Hughes again, but all their efforts 


were in vain. Howard was cold. Any- 
way, he was interested, more than ever, 
in airplanes. He set out to make a ship 
for the army which would overshadow 
and outfly the planes of any other army 
in the world. It’s all rather secret, but 
he thinks he’s done it, and the army 
seems to think so, too.

Both suit and dress companies 
have the tailleur variously  por- 
trayed and ready for the approval 
of retail buyer. The suit designers 
show it with a vestee of pique, col- 
ered novelty cotton or net. The 
dress houses make a complete 
costume of it by placing a sheer 
blouse underneath the jacket, sup- 
plying a bright silk or cotton shirt, 
or adding a cape. They also dress 
it up with a flaring peplum on the 
jacket or with fur encrustations on 
collar and pockets. 


EN’S WEAR fabrics’ which 
MY nave appeared in the advance 

spring collections in St. Louis 
stores are continuing important in 
suit lines, as a woman cannot be 
wrong in making an early selection. 
Sharkskin is used repeatedly, as are 
the chalk and hairline stripes. The 
suit with two skirts, one solid col- 
ored and the other lined, give prom- 
ise of being a popular, moderately 
priced outfit. 

Among other suit types which 
are being stressed is that which 
has a jacket showing revers of flat 
fur, fur and fabric or mode com- 
pletely of novelty material. These 
jackets usually are belted, but an 
occasional one hangs straight from 
the shoulders. The fitted tailleur 
with knee-length jacket giving 
somewhat of a tunic effect to the 
costume also is worth considering, 
but it is shown usually of a rather 
heavy fabric which seems inappro- 
priate for springtime in St. Louis. 
The raglan suit coat also helps to 
relieve the tailored monotony and 
is at its best when the fabric is 
casual. Dyed fox collars adorn the 
dressier models, while the plain 
ones are cut rather severely, 60 
that they may be worn as separate 
coats. 

Whenever possible and sometimes 
when not entirely becoming to de- 
signers place emphasis upon 
squareness of shoulders on jackets 
and coat. Even the most severe 
mannish suits have a squared line 
provided by intricate cutting or by 
pleats on top of the armhole. Jacket 
interest also is made possible by 
contrasting fabrics, the more deco- 
rative material most frequently be- 
ing selected for the upper part 
rather than the lower part of the 
suit. 

Skirts of suits have that bunched 
forward look at the waistline which 
is achieved by building up the belts 
quite high. The influence, so they 
tell us, is a Spanish one and shows 
off to best advantage when the 
jacket happens to be a _ typical 
bolero. The boleros often are ac- 
companied by allover’ pleated 
skirts and frilly, sheer blouses, 
but the high waistline skirt has 
no limitations. Creed of Paris, 
whose original designers are being 
copied in this country, does this to 
perfection as his models being

Skirt 
fullness is usually moderate but 
most interesting and whether it is 
placed at the back, front or sides 
depends upon the whim of the de- 
signer. Certainly pleats are far 
from conventional. One may go in 
one direction and the second turn 
its back or follow along while two 
others reverse the order completely. 

The coat theme is as diversifigd 
as the suit theme. After such con- 
tinued popularity it looked as though 
the swagger mode would drop by 
the wayside, but here it is again, 
evidently as good as ever. The 
sports coats make it look new by 
displaying plaid backs at the diag- 
onal, or combining plain with pat- 
terned material. The plain colored 
materials take on new interest 
when yokes are shirred or tucked 
and when collars are of the glori- 
fied Peter Pan type. The darling 
of the fitted, tailored coat world, in 
my estimation, is a trim little red- 
ingote model which buttons the en- 
tire length of the front, fits quite 
snugly at the waistline but flares 
at the hemline when left unbut- 
toned there. There are flap pock- 
ets placed at dashing angles. White 
pique forms a collar underneath the 
wool coat collar that turns over and 
lies flat and rounded. Little ties 
may be added. This coat is equally

as smart when made of solid col- 
ored materials. Several different 
versions are noted, but the basic 
principles are the same. 


Women who like a_ semi-fitted 
coat created along conservative 
lines also will find it this spring- 
time. It will look its best when 
collared with fox which will have a 
bluish or a cinnamon cast, depend- 
ing upon the shade of the garment. 
Cinnamon fox, by the way, is most 
handsome on gray and fits into the 
fashion picture. 

Capes of fur or fabric are not 
common but they have style sig- 
nificance. Some companies show 
the fur ones to accompany their 
suits or dresses while the fabric 
cape usually appears to complete a 
wardrobe suit. Galyak sometimes is 
dyed to match the shade of the 
suit, especially a tone of blue. Be- 
sides making attractive capes it is 
used for vestees, collars and gilets. 

The tailored lines which charac- 
terize most of the coats and suits 
follow through the dress styles both 
for daytime and evening. There is 
the same _ shirtwaist detail to 
blouses, trimness through the waist- 
line section and fullness at the 
hemline. Necklines are high, 
trimmed with scarfs, frills or other 
adornments and shoulders have the 
emphasis brought about by pleated 
armholes. The sleeves which comes 
part way between the elbow and 
wrist is the accepted favorite. It 
may be fitted and untrimmed, or it 
may have its fullness gathered intu 
a wide, band cuff. Dresses for late 
spring wear have the sleeves simi- 
larly designed but above the elbow 
when the cap shoulder idea is not 
endorsed. 


White pique rows of buttons, 
beaded medallions, tailored fabric 
bows, and spaghetti bandings are 
the most favored trimmings for 
dresses. The chevron note appears 
repeatedly on tailored frocks, ac- 
cented with the pique or with vari- 
ous colored bands. One navy dress, 
for example, uses the chevrons of 
red, medium blue and purple. Diag- 
onal trimming also is important. It 
is illustrated by a street frock of 
sheer navy woolen which ties at the 
high neckline at the left side.

protein, This is De. Clendening 
the foundation’ of animal tissye, and 
is present in the muscles and in 
all oragans and tissues. It is what 
Huxley called “the physical basis 
of life—protoplasm.” There are 22 
pounds of albumin in the body. 
This is broken down very slowly 
under ordinary circumstances, and 
only a very small part needs to be 
replaced daily. 

The two problems of protein in 
the diet are, first, how much should 
be taken a day and, second, what 
form of protein should be used. 
Answering tht first one, it is nat- 
ural that a growing body, in in- 
fancy or childhood, will need more 
protein per day than the body 
which is stationary. Just how much 
the adult body, which is in nitro- 
genous equilibrium, requires, has 
been the subject of a great many 
experiments. The object is to de- 
termine how little protein can be 
used and still maintain the body at 
its regular weight without suffer- 
ing any sense of weakness or ill- 
health. 

Various Tests. 

The most famous of the experi- 
ments was that of Chittenden, who 
chose a group of laboratory work- 
ers going about their work, and 
then a squad of soldiers at light 
gymnastiic work and light duty, 
and, lastly, a group of university 
athletes at hard physical exercise. 
In these groups the protein content 
of the diet was lowered very grad- 
ually, watching the weight and ni- 
trogenous equilibrium. Chittenden 
found very little difference in the 
protein requirement of the three 
‘groups. In other words, hard work 
did not raise the necessity for pro- 
tein if the energy needs of the in- 
creased work were fulfilled. This 
latter is accomplished by liberal use 
of sugar, starches and fats in the 
diet. 

Chittenden’s figures showed that 
for a man of average weight—150 
pounds—about 53 grams of protein, 
or something ike two ounces or one- 
eighth of a pound (avoirdupois 
weight), is sufficient. This, of 
course, is far below what most 
people ordinarily take in their diet. 
You would get half of that in an 
ordinary lamb chop. 


The question as to what form of 
protein should be used divides it- 
self into the old argument between 
animal and vegetable proteins. It 
is possible, by careful selection, to 
furnish all necessary protein from 
vegetable sources, but fis neither 
economic nor wise to attempt to 
do so. It is much better to add 
such animal proteins as are con- 
.tained in milk or eggs, provided 
one’s scruples do not allow one to
